70. (New) The preview scan user interface as recited in claim 65, further 
comprising a control within the context space to enable a user to select which 
portion of the image to scan in a final output. 

71. (New) A file system embodied on a computer-readable medium 
incorporating the preview scan user interface as recited in claim 65. 

72. (New) An operating system embodied on a computer-readable 
medium incorporating the preview scan user interface as recited in claim 65. 
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
